Wars Deaths 
Lowest in 
Four Years

SAIGON (AP) - The total of 


American combat deaths in In- 
dochina dropped to 38 last week, 
the lowest weekly toll in nearly 
4Vj years, the U.S. Command 
announced. But the toll for the 
South Vietnamese increased 40 
per cent over the week before, 
and enemy casualties went up 
slightly. 


The total number of Ameri- 


cans killed was 25 less than the 
week before and the lowest 
since April 18-24, 1966, when 37 
were killed. 


The U.S. Command said 666 


Americans were wounded last 
week, compared to 344 the week 
before. A command spokesman 
said the wounded figure jumped 
because it contained a two-week 
accumulation of minor wounds 
that servicemen did not want 
reported to their families. 


The summary reported a total 


of 
43,775 
Americans killed, 


289,800 wounded and 1,424 miss- 
ing or captured in the war since 
Jan. 1, 1961. 


The Saigon government said 


345 of its troops were killed last 
week and 720 were wounded, an 
increase 
from 
the previous 


week's 246 killed and 690 wound- 
ed. The two allied commands 
reported 1,468 Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese killed last 
week, 11 more than the claim 
the week before. 


In the war today, South Viet- 


namese forces were regrouping 
at a northern base after with- 
drawing 
from 
Firebase 


O'Reilly, near the Laotian bor- 
der. Officials said the govern- 
ment troops pulled out because 
of the approaching monsoon 
rains, but the North Vietnamese 
had been pounding the base 
steadily for two months. 


American helicopters lifted 


the artillery and heavy equip- 
ment off the base in the north- 
western part of the country 
Wednesday, encountering spo- 
radic mortar fire. But no chop- 
pers were reported lost, and 
casualties were said to be light. 


Infantrymen of the South Viet- 


namese 1st Division remained 
in the surrounding jungle, but 
O'Reilly's bunkers were blown 
up and the mountaintop base 
evacuated. 


Officers had said earlier that 


O'Reilly and several other allied 
firebases nearby would have to 
be abandoned before the rains 
made it impossible to supply 
them by air. 


O'Reilly's guns and headquar- 


ters personnel were moved to 
Firebase Barbara, five miles to 
the north. 


Through much of the summer, 


U.S. 
and 
South Vietnamese 


forces manned eight artillery 
bases strung along the north- 
west border with Laos in an at- 
tempt 
to block North 
Viet- 


namese infiltration into the pop- 
ulous coastal lowlands around 
Hue. Five of these have now 
been abandoned, leaving the 
South Vietnamese and Ameri- 
can artillery units in Barbara 
and troops of the U.S. 101st Air- 
borne Division in two others 
named Rakkasan and Gladiator.

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Arguments Over How 
Much Water Should Be 
Allowed in Some Meat

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Agriculture Department says 
demands for juicier beef sand- 
wiches at fast-food shops are 
raising 
questions over 
how 


much water should be used to 
make them seem that way. 


Adding water to some meat 


and poultry is allowed as long 
as it is part of a mixture intend- 
ed to improve the food's tender- 
ness or taste. 


It cannot be added if the only 


objective is to increase 
its 


weight or size. 


But the regulations have not 


spelled out to government satis- 
faction the practice of adding 
water or oil .mixtures to partial- 
ly cooked meat demanded by 
the nation's thriving drive-in 
and quick-snack trade. 


These products—beef was cit- 


ed as an example—are treated 
during processing with a flavor- 
ing or tenderizing solution, part- 
ly cooked and then passed on to 
the retail food shops.

Wednesday it has given tempo- 
rary approval for using solu- 
tions as long as labeling on the 
products, carrying a list of in- 
gredients, is bold and clearly un- 
derstood by users. 


"Solutions approved thus far 


range from 2 to 10 per cent of 
the weight of the meat product, 
and 3 to 6 per cent of the weight 
of the poultry product," the de- 
partment said. 


A spokesman for the Consum- 


er and Marketing Service said 
the temporary approval 
has 


been in effect for several weeks 
and was directed primarily to 
wholesale or institutional meats 
and not items generally found in 
supermarkets. 


But the matter is far from set- 


tled. The department announce- 
ment also asked public com- 
ment on the possibility of chang- 
ing federal regulations so spe- 
cific limits can be put on the 
amount of liquid mixtures used 
in meat and poultry. 


"We want to find out more 


about it," the consumer agency 
official said. "It is all so rela- 
tively new that we need to gath- 
er all the information we can." 


Another popular example of 


recent years are the "self-bast- 
ing" turkeys available at retail 
food stores. 


The turkeys are injected with 


mixtures of liquid fats or water 
and seasoning. The liquid helps 
spread the ^tenderizing or sea- 
soning agents so the bird is juic- 
ier and more tender.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


House and Senate have ex- 
changed bills to give the federal 
government 
stronger 
legal 


weapons 
against 
organized 


crime and narcotics traffic. 


The Senate is expected to ac- 


cept the House's sweeping anti- 
crime bill. But the Senate nar- 
cotics crackdown measure was 
headed for a conference com- 
mittee where attempts will be 
made to iron out differences 
with a bill approved earlier by 
the House.

measure sailing through the 
House 341 to 26, the narcotics 
control legislation getting 54-0 
favor in the Senate. 


The House anticrime 
bill, 


which survived attempts to soft- 
en it, would give the federal 
government greater legal pow- 
ers against organized crime and 
more authority to deal with ter- 
ror bombings, 
including the 


right to send federal agents to 
college campuses to investigate 
explosions and fires. 


Embraced in the bill are a 


dozen recommendations of'the 
administration, a Presidential 
crime commission and mem- 
bers of Congress. 


The bill would, among other 


things: establish grand juries 
with expanded powers to inves- 
tigate organized crime activi- 
ties; strengthen procedures to 
compel witnesses to testify; pro- 
tect witnesses from initimida- 
tion or murder, and permit 
court use of evidence obtained 
by wire-tapping. 


Prison sentences of up to 25 


years could be imposed under 
the bill if a judge determines 
that defendants are dangerous 
criminals. 


The narcotics bill was passed 


by 
the 
Senate 
after 
being 


amended to include provisions 
for the treatment and rehabili- 
tation of drug users—an a'mend- 
ment which some senators said 
would conflict with the bill's law 
enforcement provision and may 
jeopardize the measure for this 
session. 


The bill, recommended by

"It is our earnest hope that 


the President's proposals will 
receive the most careful study 
and considered 
response by 


your side," Bruce told Ambas- 
sador Xuan Thuy of North Viet- 
nam and Mrs. Nguyen Thi Binh, 
the Viet Cong emissary. 


The President's five points in- 


cluded a standstill cease-fire 
throughout Indochina, a Gene- 
va-type conference on Indochi- 
na, negotiation of a troop with- 
drawal 
timetable, 
balanced 


representation 
in South Viet- 


nam's political structure and 
immediate release of all war 
prisoners. 


Mrs. Binh dismissed the plan 


as one aimed "only at mislead- 
ing public opinion on the so- 
called 
American 
desire 
for 


peace." 


"The real significance of the 


proposals," she asserted, "is 
that they aim simply at arrogat- 
ing for the United States the 
right to commit aggression in 
Laos and Cambodia and to con- 
tinue Vietnamization of the war, 
that is, to prolong and intensify 
the war to impose the yoke of 
U.S. neocolonialism on South

Standstill 
Cease-fire 
Called for

WASHINGTON (AP) - In a 


new five-point bid to end the 
war in Vietnam, President Nix- 
on has called for a standstill 
cease-fire throughout Indochina 
and a big new international 
conference to negotiate peace 
for Southeast Asia. 


"Our side is ready to stand- 


still and cease firing," Nixon 
told a national television and ra- 
dio audience in a speech from 
the White House Wednesday 
night. He urged North Vietnam 
to start serious 
negotiations 


promptly. 


"Nobody has anything to gain 


by delay and only lives to lose," 
he said. 


At one point in the 12-minute 


speech he offered to negotiate 
"an agreed timetable" for troop 
withdrawals from South Viet- 
nam without specifying removal 
of North Vietnamese forces as a 
condition. But aides said Nixon 
was talking about a schedule for 
removing North Vietnamese as 
well as U.S. and allied forces. 


He also called for immediate 


and unconditional release of all 
prisoners of war. 


Nixon's five-point peace bid is 


the latest in a series of settle- 
ment plans put forward since 
the Paris talks opened in May 
1968. 
The newest element in 


-American- policy- as disclosed 


Wednesday night is the call for 
a cease-fire in Laos and Cambo- 
dia as well as Vietnam. Pre- 
viously Nixon had proposed an 
internationally supervised 
cease-fire in Vietnam as part of a 
plan for troop withdrawal by the 
U. S. and allied nations and by 
North Vietnam. 


Nixon announced 
his new 


peace plan—breaking through 
the bounds of previous policy— 
on the eve of its introduction to- 
day in the Paris peace talks 
where prospects of its success 
were not rated high even by ad- 
ministration policy makers.

The Swedish Academy of Let- 


ters said it had made the award 
to the 52-year-old writer, called 
the "Dostoyevsky of our time," 
for "the ethical force with which 
he has pursued the indispensa- 
ble traditions of Russian Litera- 
ture." 


Solzhcnitsyn 
was 
captured 


while commanding a Soviet ar- 
tillery battery toward the end of 
World War II in 1945 and sent to 
a German forced labor camp. 
While there, he wrote a letter 
criticizing the military capabili- 
ties of "the whiskered one," an 
obvious allusion to Stalin. 


Someone in authority saw the 


letter, and when Solzhcnitsyn 
was "liberated" it turned out to 
be-for an 11-year term in a So- 
viet detention camp. 


His experiences there proved 


to be the background for "One 
Day in the Life of Ivan Denisov- 
ich," a novel about a typical 
day of a 3,653-day sentence 
being served by a Russian peas- 
ant.

In 1965 the Swedish Academy 


awarded the prize to the Krem- 
lin-approved writer Mikhail Sho- 
lokhov.

comfortable on defense as he is 
up front. 


But the most interesting new 


defenseman in the league is 
playing the right side for the 
Detroit Red Wings. He's 42- 
year-old Gordie Howe, who aft- 
er 24 years and 763 career goals 
as a right winger has been 
moved to the blue line by Coach 
Ned Harkness. 


Harkness, moving to the NHL 


after a highly successful coach- 
ing career at Cornell, is one of 
seven new bench bosses in the 
league. 


The others are Jackie Gordon

Rockets would be fined $10,000 
for signing Simpson as a hard- 
ship case without first inform- 
ing the league, and the team 
also would lose its No. 1 college 
draft pick next year. 


"The trustee's decision is that 


he will play in Denver," said 
Dolph. "It was a complicated 
thing and we didn't want to 
complicate it any further by 
throwing him up for grabs. 


"The Simpson matter under- 


scores the pressing need for a 
single 
expanded 
basketball 


league so that the economic and 
competitive pressures that lead 
to such a signing can be elimi- 
nated. 


"We'll do everything in our 


power to keep this from occur- 
ring again." 


The ABA and the older Na-

Simpson has eight younger 


brothers and sisters. His par- 
ents art1 separated and his 
mother and the children live on 
welfare, said Ringsby. 


He came to Denver because a 


former high school teammate, 
Spencer Haywnod, also signed 
with the Rockets as a hardship 
case nut of Detroit University. 


Kansas State

Most Normal People 
Can Exercise Safely 


By LAWRENCE E. LAMB, M.D. 


Unless you have a serious 


illness or unusual problem 
there is no reason you can't 
exercise. If you have serious 
doubts about your health, 
you should see your doctor 
and find out exactly what 
you can do. 


Many of life's normal sit- 


uations will cause the heart 
to work harder than some 
forms of light exercise. Ap- 
prehension or excitement 
may cause the heart rate 
and blood pressure to go up 
—increasing the work of the 
heart. You can't escape hav- 
ing changes in the level of 
heart work unless you are 
emotionally dead. 


For most people who have 


been inactive for a long time 
the right place to start is by 
walking. You don't need to 
hurry when you start. Enjoy 
your walk and you are more 
likely to include it in your 
living habits. Start with 15 
minutes a day if you tire 
easily. Gradually increase 
your walk to 30 minutes. If 
half an hour is no problem, 
increase your level to one 
hour a day—or two 30-minute 
walks a day. 


After you have reached 


the level of walking one hour 
a day for two weeks, you 
can consider the advisability 
of doing something more 
strenuous. If you tire with 
one hour of walking, after a 
gradual build-up program, 
you are not ready to go on to 
higher levels of exercise and

New Breed of 
Doctors Now 
Appearing

Dr. Chris Ramsey is 28. This 


year he turned down numerous 
$30,000 and up offers from medi- 
cal schools, drug and insurance 
companies and private founda- 
tions. 


Instead, he draws a $12,000-a- 


year salary from the Washing- 
ton based organization he found- 
ed while still in medical school, 
the Institute for Study of Health 
and Society. 


Ramsey is one of a new breed 


of doctor dedicated to improv- 
ing the quality and delivery of 
medical care in America. 


"I don't intend to practice the 


traditional methods of medi- 
cine," 
said 
Ramsey, 
whose 


four-year-old government-fund- 
ed institute was set up to study 
medical, 
dental, 
educational 


and legal needs of individual 
communities. 


"You can't look at the health 


care problems alone. You have 
to look at the needs of the whole 
community. The problem 
is 


there are just too few opportuni- 
ties for students who want to in- 
novate within the system. 


"The health situation in this 


country is in desperate straits. 
The medical schools are begin- 
ning to respond but they need 
some prodding," he said. 


The prodders in this case are 


the 
medical 
students 
them- 


selves. And as a result, almost 
85 per cent of the 
country's 


medical 
schools 
have 
added 


courses in community medicine 
to their curricula. 


"Almost all the medical stu- 


dents are aware of the problems 
and want to do something about 
them," 
said 
Dr. 
Alexander 


I,eaf, chief of medical services 
at Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital in Boston. "Last spring, I 
surveyed 42 interns and resi- 
dents. None of them wanted to 
go into private practice and 38 
wanted to develop group prac- 
tices." 


A 1968 poll of graduating sen- 


iors at the three medical schools 
in Boston failed to turn up one 
student with the intention of en- 
tering general practice. 


Dr. Joseph W. Gardella, who 


for 15 years has been dean of 
student affairs at Harvard Med- 
ical Schoool, analyzed the influ- 
ences, ideas and goals of to- 
day's medical students in a re- 
cent interview in his Boston of- 
fice. 


"They've a greater sense of 


social awareness, a real sense 
of compassion, a great concern 
for injustice and a seriousness 
of purpose I haven't seen in any 
other generation—so much, in 
fact, that it often impairs their 
sense of humor," he said. 


He continued: "Today's medi- 


cal student will devote infinite 
time and energy to achieving 
his purposes if he thinks they 
are just and right. I've devel- 
oped a great sense of respect 
for the contemporary student. 
He's seeking a different life 
style, different goals and differ- 
ent values. He's very concerned 
about not being trapped in so- 
cial regimentation. 


"My generation of doctors 


was concerned with Social Suc- 
cess. It was a fun-loving, elitist 
society interested in a more 
material, highly organized way 
of life which provided for secu- 
rity, comfort and success. The 
present day students are impos- 
sible to understand if your con- 
cepts and standards are of a 
former generation," he said. 


"We're entering the era of 


community medicine where stu- 
dents are concerned that the de- 
livery of medical care of all seg- 
ments of society be based on 
need rather than finances," said 
Dr. Daniel H. Funkenstein, as- 
sociate professor of psychiatry 
at the Massachusetts 
Mental 


Health Center and a leader in 
efforts to reform medical school 
goals and curricula. 


"In 1958, everyone wanted to 


bo a specialist. Today 90 per 
cent of the students want to go 
into group practice or communi- 
ty medicine," Funkenstein said 
in an interview in his Cape Cod 
home. 


"Another factor," he said, "is 


that the Nixon administration 
lias cut loans and research 
funds tremendously. With mon- 
ey for scientific research grants 
drying up, students have little 
choice but to turn to a different 
kind of medicine." 


In fiscal 1970, Congress cut 


appropriations for medical re- 
search by 5 and 10 per cent, de- 
pending on the project. The 
President has requested a 6 per 
cent increase for medical re- 
search in his 1971 fiscal budget. 


Dr. Michael McGarvey, 28, 


assistant to the president of 


New York City's new Health 
and Hospitals Corp., said more 
money will not necessarily an- 
swer the problem, but that 
changes have to be made in the 
way money for health care is 
spent. 


"Right now this country is 


spending $63 billion for medical 
care. By 1975, we're predicted 
to spend $100 billion for health 
services and people will proba- 
bly not be better off. In fact, 
they may very well be worse off 
if change is not imminent," he 
said. 


"Of this $63 billion, only $4 bil- 


lion is spent on research, medi- 
cal innovative programs and 
health centers," he continued. 
"And only about $800 million 


goes into research for changing 
the way health care services 
are organized." 


McGarvey, a founder of the 


Student Health Organization in 
1964 and a 1967 graduate of the 
University of Southern Califor- 
nia School of Medicine, said that 
right now he would rather work 
to improve the city's delivery of 
medical care than go into pri- 
vate practice.

tried in vain to get in touch with 
the author either directly or 
through his attorney. 


Stevens said he believed the 


•16-year-old author, who has an 
apartment 
in New York, a 


house on Long Island and a de- 
sert retreat in Palm Springs, 
Calif., is now on the Spanish is- 
land of Mallorca. 


"We have 
made 
arrange- 


ments," Stevens said in an in- 
terview. "If Mr. Capote is found 
in California we'll arrest him." 


Capote, author of "In Cold 


Blood" and "Breakfast at Tif- 


fany's," had interviewed the de- 
fendant in a murder trial, Jo- 
seph Morse, in 1967 while Morse 
was in jail awaiting sentencing 
for killing his mother and sister, 
Stevens said. 


Soon after, Morse, 25, stran- 


gled a fellow inmate. He was 
tried and convicted of murder 
again. Capote was subpoenaed 
to testify at Morse's penalty 
trial in this second case. 


Morse eventually was sen- 


tenced to death for the inmate's 
death and to life imprisonment 
for the deaths of his mother and 
sister. 


Dist. Atty. Don Keller said 


Morse told Capote in the inter- 
view that if he ever got out of 
prison he would kill again. 


"Naturally this was a very 


important item of information 
for 
the prosecution," 
Keller 


said, "and we wanted to use 
those statements then in Mr. 
Capote's possession." 


Stevens, 
the district 
attor- 


ney's office chief investigator in 
the case, emphasized that Ca- 
pote is no longer wanted as a 
witness but solely to face con- 
tempt of court charges. 


Morse is in San Quentin pris- 


on while the death penalty sen- 
tence is being appealed. 


State law allows a judge dis- 


cretion in imposing a sentence 
for contempt of court. Penalties 
generally range from three days 
to a month in jail, a fine, or 
both.

Isaac Having 
Best Season 
of Career 


CHARLOTTE, N.C. (AP) - 


Bobby Isaac is on the verge of 
winning the NASCAR Grand Na- 
tional driving title, worth a bo- 
nus of $75,000. 


He's having the best season in 


a 20-year career — $110,535 al- 
ready in the till, 11 victories to 
his credit this year and a dura- 
bility index that shows 34 fin- 
ishes in the top 10 in the 42 
races he has run. 


Yet Isaac is probably the un- 


happiest driver on NASCAR's 
elite circuit for big bore stock- 
ers. 


"I have the fastest car on the 


tour," he said Wednesday after 
qualifying the poppy red winged 
Dodge ninth fastest for Sun- 
day's $147,000 National 500 at 
Charlotte. "But I can't drive it 
as fast as it will go. It is a mat- 
ter of economics." 


Isaac, with a 50 point lead 


over Ford's James Hylton in 
the driver standings and only 
six races remaining, feels he 
has a halter around his neck 
every time he goes out. 


"About the only way you can 


win a superspeedway race is to 
go for broke — flat out every 
mile of it, and beat the opposi-. 
tion into the ground. Yet we 
can't afford to go flat out. We 
blow an engine from overex- 
tending it, say on the 30th lap, 
and we wind up somewhere 
near the bottom. We've lost a 
bundle of points toward the ti- 
tle. We simply can't afford to do 
that." 


Isaac says his strategy for 


the last several races has been 
to run as easily as possible, 
save the car and pile up points 
with a finish somewhere at the 
top. It has paid off, but Isaac 
adds: 


"It goes against the grain of 


a race driver not to be able to 
drive as fast as he knows the 
car is capable of running. It 
makes you mad, it tests your 
patience to see guys like Baker, 
Glotzbach, Petty and Hamilton 
drive by you like you were 
standing still. Yet, that's the 
way it has to be—or we lose 
that $75,000 bundle at the end 
of the trail. And these days, 
money talks more than it ever 
has in racing." 


Charles Glotzbach, who isn't 


in the running for the title Isaac 
hopes will be his, won the pole 
position for Sunday's race in the 
initial qualifying round Wednes- 
day. His average speed around 
the 1.5 - mile Charlotte Motor 
Speedway was 157.273 miles per 
hour, nearly four miles off the 
track record of 162.162 m.p.h. 


Richard Petty, the year's top 


race winner, was second best at 
156.521 m.p.h. in a Plymouth. 
The second row will be made 
up of Buddy Baker's Dodge, 
156.499, and Fred Lorenzen's 
Dodge, 154.883. 


Twelve drivers earned start- 


ing berths Wednesday. That 
many more were available to- 
day, with Ford's Donnie Allison 
the leading contender for one of 
them. Allison won the 1969 Na- 
tional 500.

fied the commissioner of the 
American Basketball Associa- 
tion and won their case in court, 
but it is going to be still more 
difficult to win on the court. 


The Rockets ignored Commis- 


sioner Jack Dolph's ruling that 
they could not play rookie sen- 
sation Ralph Simpson of Michi- 
gan State this season, instead 
taking the case to court and per- 
suading a judge that Simpson 
should be allowed to play. 


But that's only one-third of 


their battle to retain their West- 
ern Division title in the ABA. 
The other two-thirds to be con- 
quered are the Utah Stars and 
the Indiana Pacers. 


The Stars, formerly in Los 


Angeles, were the young team 
that finished fourth in the divi- 
sion last season and then sur- 
prised the Rockets in the play- 
offs. This year the Stars are 
much stronger with the addition 
of three outstanding veterans— 
Zelmo Beaty, Don Freeman and 
Red Robbins. 


Indianapolis, moved into the 


West this season, was the team 
that won it all in 1969-70, beating 
the Stars in six games for the ti- 
tle, and the Pacers have back 


that same team, along 
with 


highly paid and publicized rook- 
ie Rick Mount. 


It should be a three-way dog- 


fight for the divisions crown, 
with the Texas Chaparrals and 
Memphis Pros, formerly 
the 


New Orleans Buccaneers, bat- 
tling for the fourth playoff spot. 


Simpson is a R-foot-5 guard 


signed out of college after only 
his sophomore year. The Rock- 
ets called him a hardship case. 
But he hasn't been any hardship 
on the court, where he has 
burned up the exhibition season 
after averaging 29 points a 
game in Big Ten play last year. 


And don't forget Spencer Hay- 


wood, Denver's rookie phenom 
last season, who won the scor- 
ing and rebounding title and 
Most Valuable Players honors. 
Together, Haywood and Simp- 
son comprise the best 1-2 combi- 
nation in the league. 


Simpson will be taking the 


place of traded 25-point a game 
scorer Larry Jones. For Jones, 
the Rockets got from the Florid- 
ians Don Sidle, a 6-foot-9 veter- 
an who scored 20.8 points and 
pulled in 13.9 rebounds per con- 
test last season. 


The other starters from 1969— 


70, Byron Beck, Julian Ham- 
mond and Lonnic Wright are 
back, along with rookie Dan 
Hester of Louisiana State. 


Coach Bill Sharman has re- 


furbished the Stars with the ad- 
dition of the 6-9 Beaty, for years

It must be pure love for the

small purses, few spectators 
and little of the national televi- 
sion coverage that glamorizes 
the men's tour. 


Kathy Farrer, 26, and Linda 


Craft, 32, are two of the 60 or so 
regulars on the Ladies Profes- 
sional Golf Association tourna- 
ment trail, where top prize is 
$6,000 compared to $60,000 for 
the richest of men's 
tourna- 


ments. 


Kathy is from Decatur, Ala., 


and a nurse by education. Lin- 
da, who claims to have put her 
hometown of Jacksboro, Tex., 
on the map, has a B.S. degree in 
psychology. 


Of necessity they live and 


travel together. 


Both have yet to win a tourna- 


ment. 


As also-rans, each last year 


earned slightly more than $2,000 
for eight months of tournament 
play. While manufacturers pro- 
vide the girls with golf .equip- 
ment and they buy their cloth- 
ing wholesale, it still costs each 
about $8,000 a year to practice 
her profession. 


Wealthy men make up the 


difference. 


"Sponsors," 
said 
Kathy. 


"Some do it to brag, some for 
the pure love of the sport. If 
they're corporations, they use it 
as a tax loss." 


Kathy's sponsor is a family 


friend. Linda's, until last April, 
was a Miami millionaire. 


"It was a battle between Dow 


Jones and me and Dow Jones 
won," said Linda of her spon- 
sor's decision to drop her in the 
stock market slump. "Now I'm 
writing checks on dear ol' dad." 


Dad is a rancher. 
Kathy, who joined the circuit 


in 1968 after winning the state 
amateur title, said she had no 
intention of turning profession- 
al. 


"My education came first," 


she said. "Then I worked 16^ 
months but found that nursing ' 
was interfering with my golf. I 
figured that making golf a full- 
time career was the only way I 
could reach my potential." 


Linda, who has been playing 


golf only five years, three of 
them as a pro, is less philosoph- 
ical. 


"About the only thing you can 


do with a B.S. in psychology is 
empty bedpans," she said.

"Maude" is a silver blue 1968 


air-conditioned automobile, a 
gift of Linda's former sponsor, 
which carries them over 45,000 
miles of highway each year. 


It's in Maude, this Sunday 


night, that they drive 300 miles, 
dead tired, check into another 
motel for another tournament, 
an unpack. 


Monday 
is 
scouting day. 


Scouting for the nearest and 
cheapest coin-operated laundry; 
for vittles at the supermarket; 
for spirits at the liquor store; 
for cheap restaurants and, pos- 
sibly, a cheaper motel. 


What they save on motel 


rooms they spend for food— 
usually a mere $2 or $3 a day. 


Tuesday is the day to tally up 


the previous week's expenses 
and to pay bills probably long 
overdue 
because 
forwarded 


mail sometimes 
takes three 


weeks to catch up. It's also the 
time to pen thank-you notes to

And a new effort to cut off all 


funds for U.S. troops in Indochi- 
na next June 30 was planned by 
Rep. 
Donald M. Fraser, D-

Other 
amendments 
being 


drafted for the $66.7 billion de- 
fense appropriation bill as it 
went before the House would: 


—Clamp a $65 billion lid on 


the bill, leaving to the Pentagon 
the decisions on where to cut 
the extra $1.7 billion. 


—Direct a 50,000-man reduc- 


tion of U.S. troops in Europe. 


—Trim the Safeguard antimis- 


sile system, although critics 
were uncertain before the de- 
bate how much they should try 
to cut—or if they should try at 
all since almost full Safeguard 
funding has been approved reg- 
ularly by the House. 


The bill, trimmed $2 billion 


from President Nixon's $68.7 bil- 
lion request in committee, con- 
tains an additional $417 million 
for Navy ships and cuts $13 mil- 
lion for four proposed Safeguard 
sites geared to a Chinese attack. 


It appropriates all $358 million 


Nixon asked for boosting South 
Vietnam's combat ability as 
part 
of the 
administration's 


Vietnamization program. 


The committee's major slice 


was a $1.5 billion cutback in 
dozens of weapon development 
and purchase projects. 


Most major weapons systems 


—including MIRV nuclear war- 
heads, the C5 supercargo jet, 
the Fill swingwing fighter and 
F14 and F15 fighters—got full 
funding. Almost no weapons 
were eliminated. 


Reaction to 
Peace Plan 
1$ Favorable

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


Congressional reaction to Presi- 
dent Nixon's Vietnam speech 
was virtually unanimous today 
with Republicans, Democrats, 
hawks and doves using such ad- 
jectives as "bold ... forthright 
... fair ... comprehensive." 


Most members of the House 


and Senate reached for com- 
ment, even those who have been 
most outspoken in their criti- 
cism of Nixon's Indochina poli- 
cies, said the next move toward 
peace is up to Hanoi. 


"I applaud the President's 


message and warmly endorse 
his plea for the immediate re- 
lease of all prisoners of war," 
declared Sen. Frank Church, 
D-Idaho. 


Church, a member of the 


highly critical Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, was co- 
sponsor of legislation that would 
have cut off all funds for fight- 
ing in Cambodia. 


Church said Nixon's proposals 


"constitute the most promising 
formula yet for achieving a ne- 
gotiated settlement of the war 
in Indochina. I hope that Hanoi 
will not reject them out of 
hand." 


Sen. 
John Sherman Cooper, 


R-Ky., who with Church spon- 
sored legislation that embroiled 
the Senate 
for 
nearly 
two 


months, called Nixon's propos- 
als "comprehensive and fair. 


"The immediate stopping of 


all warfare and killing and the 
exchange of prisoners of war 
are humane and difficult to be 
refused before the world," said 
Cooper. 


Sen. J.W. Fulbright, D-Ark., 


chairman of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, could not be 
reached for comment. 


Senate Majority Leader Mike 


Mansfield, another persistent 
critic of Nixon's war policies 
said the President's speech was 
excellent. 


"President Nixon has written 


a new chapter in the diplomatic 
history of the United States with 
his bold move to end this un- 
popular war," said Senate Re- 
publican Leader Hugh Scott of 
Pennsylvania. 


"If 
these 
suggestions 
are 


turned down at" Paris," safcT 
Scott, "the burden of the contin- 
uing war clearly, unmistakably 
and inexcusably must be borne 
by the other side." 


Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, the 


Maine Democrat who is a poten- 
tial Nixon opponent in the 1972 
presidential race, was some- 
what more restrained in his 
comments, but said the propos- 
als were "serious and Ameri- 
cans will recognize that. 


"They are overdue from the 


White House, but nonetheless 
welcome," Muskie said in a 
statement. 


"The days ahead," he added, 


"will require a new and wiser 
statemanship on the part of all 
concerned. This is no time for 
sloganeering or posturing. Sav- 
ing the lives of thousands of 
Americans and Indochinese is 
what matters."

Bumpers Pushes 
for Unity of 
Democrats

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — With 


almost as much zeal as he 
pushed his candidacy for gov- 
ernor, Dale Bumpers preached 
Democratic party unification in 
his primary campaign. 


He feels the party has been 


unified. Now, hn says, he wants 
to unify the state. 


"The theme of my campaign 


is: 'Let's get our state togeth- 
er,'" he said in an interview. 
"I can't say I want to be gover- 
nor of all and be condeming 
segments of society. I'm trying 
not to say anything that has a 
polarizing effect." 


His aim, he said, is to find a 


common ground on which rich 
and poor, black and white, 
management 
and labor 
can 


work together to build Arkan- 
sas. 


Yes, he added, ground on 


which Democrats and Republi- 
cans can work together. 


"People are tired of divisive- 


ness which, in turn, 
brings 


chaos and discord," Bumpers 
said. 


Bumpers launched his gener- 


al election campaign Sunday 
and he realizes that his major 
opponent, Gov. Winthrop Rock- 
efeller, has cut into his strength 
by asserting that Bumpers is 
refusing to discuss the issues. 


This is not true, 
Bumpers 


said. He maintains he went in- 
to the campaign last June 16th 
discussing issues and he has 
never stopped. 


"But when you discuss the,' 


same issues and the same prob- 
lems as I have done in every 
speech, it is no longer news??, 
worthy," he said. 


In 
other 
words, 
Bumpers 


said, he is a victim of a com-; 
munications gap, a gap which 
goes to the heart of the defini- 
tion of news as that which is 
new. Reporters covering Bump- 
ers have heard all his positions 
stated many times. So they 
omit reference to them in their 
latest stories. This leaves the 
impression that he is not talk- 
ing about the issues, he said. 


Bumpers said he had the 


same problem during the pri- 
maries and that is why tele- 
vision 
was 
so 
critical 
to 


his success. 


"When the people saw me on 


television, they liked the fact 
that I was talking positively," 
he said. Those who think he is 
not talking about the issues 
now will learn differently when 
he goes back on television, he 
added. 


Rockefeller 
charges 
that 


Bumpers has not been specific. 
Bumpers bounced the charge 
right 
back. 
"Look 
at 
his 


speeches and utterances and 
tell me what he's been specific 
on," Bumpers said. 


Bumpers also contends that 


Rockefeller has embarked on a 
campaign of personal attack. 


"Most of his speech (to the 


Republican convention) was an 
attack on me and, in effect, an 
attack on the 258,000 people who 
voted for me in the runoff pri- 
mary," Bumpers said. "That 
may be politically wise. That's 
for him to decide." 


Bumpers contends that Rock- 


efeller runs essentially negative 
campaigns. "He ran negative 
campaigns in 1966 and 1968, 
and he was geared for a nega- 
tive campaign in this race," 
Bumpers said, "Then he was 
fooled by who his opponent 
turned out to be." 


Bumpers, a political unknown 


before he filed for governor, 
upset former Gov. Orval E. 
Faubus and a coterie of better 
known candidates to win the 
nomination. He believes Rocke- 
feller hoped and expected to 
run against Faubus this fall. 


Faubus' use of personal at- 


tack in the runoff primary was 
a key factor in his defeat, 
Bumpers said, adding, "The 
people showed in that election 
that they're tired of that type 
of political tactic."
